An Urgent Invitation From 
Japanese Pastors 


Three years ago when I spoke 
to the Foreign Mission Fellowship 
at Karuizawa, Japan, I also spent 
one week in preaching to a con- 
ference of Japanese pastors. At 
that time these pastors, greatly 
blessed and stirred to soul win- 
ning, urgently invited me to re- 
turn in 1959 for revival campaigns 
in the principal. cities of Japan. 
They wanted me to come for 
three months, but I did not see 
how I could spend that time. I 
have been prayerfully considering 
the opportunities and whether I 
should go to Japan for campaigns 
in some principal cities this sum- 
mer, marking the 100th anniver- 
sary of Christian missions in Ja- 
pan. 

We have supplied some three 
and a half million copies of the 
booklet “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” in Japan. Seven others 
of my books and pamphlets have 
been translated and widely spread. 
At one time recently we had over 
eight hundred Japanese pastors 
taking THE SWORD OF THE LORD in 
English (English is taught in high 
schools in Japan). Now there has 
been for three years a Japanese 
edition of THE SworD OF THE 
LORD. 

We had a letter dated Decem- 
ber 3, one dated January 26, and 
now a new letter from Missionary 
Fred D. Jarvis of the New Life 
League, sending me the urgent re- 
newal of that invitation from Jap- 
anese pastors to come to Japan. 

I have more than I can do in 
America. The nation-wide radio 
broadcast and other needs press 
upon me. Thus I have not been 
able to be content to raise the 
money for the trip and spend 
the time in Japan when I am so 
greatly needed at home. May God 
send great and blessed revival in 
Japan this year. 

I am grateful for the new invita- 
tion of a group of sixty Japanese 
pastors who met and renewed the 
invitation, and then another group 
who signed an urgent petition. Un- 
less the Lord clears the way and 
makes His will very definitely 
known, I doubt if I can take the 
time and expense for that long 
trip and spend five or six weeks 
in Japan as I had hoped to do. 
We hope our friends ‘will earnest- 
ly pray that God’s will may be 
made very clear and that we may 
have grace to do what will please 
Him to reach the greatest num- 
ber of souls for Christ. 


Will Brethren Please Combine 
Invitations Wherever 
Possible 

The Lord has wonderfully sus- 
tained this editor in recent very, 
very heavy schedule of preaching 
and -travel. But we find that the 
invitations multiply day by day, 
and we can only accept a frac- 
tion of the urgent invitations of 
good Christians who want us to 
hold revivals or conferences. 

It is impossible to enter all 
these doors. We thank God for the 
kindness and the confidence of 
brethren, and we want to reach 
aS Many as we can with the mes- 
sage of revival and soul winning 
and in the defense of the faith, 
but we simply cannot fit in even 
half of the invitations in a sched- 
ule.

About four months later he be- 
came a bridegroom, wedding a 
woman about a dozen years his 
junior. Yes, John was considered 
a lucky man inaeed as he drove 
his bride about in his shiny new 
Cadillac. 


But John is dead now. His wife, 
Dixie, found him in his nice new 
Cadillac, the motor running. He 
had committed suicide. Dixie was 
drunk when she discovered him. 
So was John when he wrote his 
farewell note and_ started the 
motor. The pleasures of sin had 
turned out to be mighty bitter 
indeed. 


But, then, they usually do! 
Solomon pleaded with the young 
people of his day, “Remember 
now thy Creator in the days of 
thy youth, while the evil days 
come xot, nor the years draw 
nigh, when thou shalt say, I have 
no pleasure in them” (Eccles. 12: 
1). 

No one can deny that Moses 
made a wise choice in “Choosing 
rather to suffer affliction with the 
people of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season; 
Esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures 
in Egypt: for he had respect un- 
to the recompence of the reward” 
(Heb. 11:25, 26). It is best to 
have ‘the blessing of the Lord” 
which “maketh rich% yet “addeth 
no sorrow with it” (Prov. 10:22).

Country Preachers HAVE NOT 

Found ‘‘New’’ Way to God! 

A few weeks ago I was startled 
to see an advertisement for a cur- 
rent issue of The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post headlined: “OUR 
COUNTRY PREACHERS FIND 
A NEW WAY TO GOD”! The ad 
continued, “‘What does soil erosion 
have to do with saving souls? 
‘Plenty!’ say preachers like Sam 
Varnell , .’ Since none less 
than Jesus Christ plainly stated, 
“I am the way, the truth, ‘and the 
life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me” (John 14:6), 
I was very interested to find out 
about this “new” way to God 
“discovered” by country preachers 
and featured by the “once dry” 
gua 

I went out immediately and 
—— a copy and read the arti- 
cle. 

With great joy I now report 
that the advertisement was great- 
ly overstated and no “new way” 
to approach God was set forth in 
the article. However, neither was 
the “old way” taught—the ap- 
proach through Christ as quoted 
above in John 14:6—since the Son 
of God was not referred to in the 
entire article except on one occa- 
sion when the writer spoke of 
“the teachings of Christ.” A few 
times “the Lord” and “God” were 
mentioned and perhaps indirectly 
Christ was meant, but there 
would be no way of knowing, The 
Holy Spirit, when mentioned, was 


called “the spirit” without any 
effort to capitalize His name and 
thereby recognize His personality 
and deity. 


A literary slap was taken at 
those who preach about Hell by 
referring to the “uncouth” preach- 
ing of “the fire-snorting semiliter- 
ate.” The subject of the article 
was described as “seeking inter. 
pretation of scriptural passages 
in a mammoth interpreter’s Bi- 
ble,” undoubtedly referring to the 
big new commentary by religious 
infidels, The Interpreter’s Bible, 
published by the official publish- 
ing house of Sam Varnell’s de- 
nomination. On the other hand, 
many good things were said about 
Sam’s ministry and about his per- 
sonal convictions, It was a much 
better article than ordinarily ap- 
pears in a magazine like The 
Post. 


But, to me, the greatest thing 
to report is that there is definitely 
no “new” way to God through soil 
erosion or anything else! “Jo him 
[Jesus Christ] give all the proph- 
ets witness, thot through his 
name whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins... 
Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 10:43; 4:12).

Calling smoking “more of a 
health menace than radio-active 
fallout,’. the surgery professor 


from Tufts College told his medi- 
cal brethren, “We have an obliga- 
tion to humanity to give up smok- 
ing” because the tobacco habit 
can shorten the user’s life “by as 
much as nine years” and can “ac- 
celerate lung cancer.” Overholt 
quit sucking cancer sticks in 1942 
and urged the doctors to follow 
his example for a two-fold reason: 
(1) The influence it would set 
for the non-medical man; and (2) 
The better health the doctors 
themselves would enjoy!

14, Flee Masturbation 


Webster’s Dictionary defines 
masturbation as ‘“‘self-pollution.” 
Psychologists recognize that in- 
dulgence in this form of self-abuse 


“gives a person “a guilt complex 


and often a distorted view of life.” 

It may be you think you can 
experience some degree of sexual 
gratification in this way, but it 
certainly alienates you from the 
purpose for which God endowed 


your body with sexual powers. 
First Corinthians 3:17 further 
warns: “If any man defile the 


temple of God, him will God de- 
stroy; for-the temple of God is 
holy, which temple ye are.”’ 

I don’t know what the physical 
consequences of masturbation 
might be, but I do know that be- 
fore God it reveals evil in your 
heart. There are many references 
in the Bible to the fact that God 
judges and punishes us, not only 
for our evil actions, but also for 
unclean thoughts. “For the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth: for man 
looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but the Lord looketh on the 
heart”? (I Sam. 16:7). 

And in Matthew 5:27, 28 our 
Lord Jesus Christ says: “Ye have 
heard that it was said by them 
of old time, Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery: But I say unto you, 
That whosoever looketh on a 
woman to lust after her hath 


committed adultery with her al-/

yourself: how 
thought life? 
If you have fallen into the evil 
habit of masturbation, marriage 
is not the cure. You might think 
that. But young people who have 
been indulging in the habit often 
cannot make a proper. sexual ad- 
justment and keep right on mas- 
turbating. They have unconscious- 
ly come to prefer sin. It takes 
Christ to set them right. Your 
first step is to get right with 
Christ, either accepting Him as 
Saviour and Lord, or if you are 
already saved, ask His forgiveness, 
for “if we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 


Then remember, Christ is our 
victory—“‘Thanks be to _ God, 
which giveth us. the victory 


through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(I Cor. 15:57). 

Having asked the Lord for vic- 
tory, don’t fight against Him. 
Don’t go to bed and drool over 
some dreamboat of a girl or fel- 
low. Take a walk. Study. Read 
your Bible. Pray. Go to sleep re- 
viewing verses of Scripture that 
you have memorized. God’s Word 


. says, “There hath no temptation 


taken you but such as is com- 
mon to man: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; 
but will with the temptation also 
make a way of escape, that ye 
may be able to bear it” (I Cor. 
10:13). What is the way of escape 
in this case? Isaiah 26:3 gives 
the answer: “Thou wilt keep him 
in perfect peace, whose mind is 
stayed on thee... .” 


15. Flee Necking Parties 


If it is wrong to indulge in sex 
by one’s self, then it most certain- 
ly is wrong to indulge in necking 
parties, which may lead two peo- 
ple to indulge in sin. You may ob- 
ject that there is nothing wrong 
with an innocent necking party. 
But let’s face it—there is no such 
thing as an innocent necking par- 
ty! Week after week I receive 
letters like this one from a young 
lady living in ‘Maine, and it is 
letters like this that prompted 
me to write this book. In part, 
she wrote: 


Dear Jack: 


I have wanted for a long time 
to write to you, for I have a 
story that I want to pass on to 
other young people as a warn- 
ing to them that disregarding 
God’s Will can and will bring 
heartbreak. 

Shortly after the war started 
I went to Bible school. I had 
been “born again” in my early 
teens, and had dedicated my life 
to full-time service, intending to 
finish my schooling and then go 
into the Lord’s work. While go- 
ing to school I attended Word 
of Life rallies regularly. That 
first year I carried a burden 
which depressed me and made 
me very uneasy. I was 22 years 
old and did not know the facts 
of life. That made me feel un- 
certain, unsure, and. a_ little 
ridiculous. I didn’t know where 
to go or whom to.ask my ques- 
TOE ies 

You can tell young people it’s 
not right to have necking par- 
ties in parked cars, but be sure 
to tell them what might hap- 
pen to them. If only I had been 
warned, it may have saved me 
from my awful sin which will 
haunt me all my life. If I had 
only learned these things from 
a man who knew Jesus Christ 
instead of from a filthy man of 
the world. 

Oh, the shock I received be- 
cause of my desire to be popu- 
lar, to have a boy friend! This 
caused me to drift far, far from 
the Lord. My life is wrecked 
and ruined. Use my story if you 
wish, Jack. I sincerely hope that 

“it may be the means of helping 
some young person, 


You may think that what hap- 
pened to that girl won’t happen 
to you—that, you know where to 
stop on a necking party. If you 
do, you are the first human being 
who ever did, because God made 
us this way. First a fellow holds a 
girl’s hand. Then he kisses the 
girl. Then this leads to a necking 
party. One thing leads to another 
in a chain reaction which usually 
doesn’t stop until you are in a 
mess. You see, God planned this 
ehain reaction for marriage. 

Maybe you think I am over- 
stating the case. Maybe it hasn’t 
gone this far with you—yet. But 
my statements here are based on 
my experiences in dealing with 
thousands upon’ thousands’ of 
young people and their problems. 
I say flee those necking parties 
like the very plague! 

Each year in the United States 
one quarter million high school 
girls go from their high school 
desks to the maternity ward. Even 
in a midwest Christian high 
school, the girl who was consid- 
ered one of the nicest, quit before 
graduation to be married .. . be- 
cause she was pregnant. Why was 
her life fouled up? Oh, she and 
her boy friend had a “harmless” 
necking party! Last year one out 
of eight babies was born illegiti- 
mately. And most of it began on 
a so-called “innocent” necking 
party. | | 

“But there’s nothing wrong with 
a kiss,” you insist. True, there are 
many harmless kisses. But a kiss 
between a boy and a girl works 
like this: You can touch a red- 
hot iron with a wet finger and 
not be burned. The water on the 
finger is instantly turned into 
steam and this little layer of 
steam prevents the finger from 
actually contacting the hot iron. 
But the protection is only for a 
moment. If you hold your finger 
on the iron for more than a small 
fraction of a second, you will be 
burned. 


Perhaps no ‘harm will come 
from one brief kiss, but when it 
leads to a necking party, the 
brakes are off. It lasts longer 
than a fraction of a second. The 
steam warning is over, and then 
you get burned. 


There is only one Scripture 
necessary aS a warning against 
necking parties, ‘Keep thyself 
pure” (1 Tim, 5:22). Every girl 
should put an imaginary sign over 
her body that says, “Hands off.” 
Keep your body clean and holy 
for the Lord Jesus and then one 
day, if God should lead you into 
holy matrimony, you can walk 
down that church aisle and look 
into the face of your lover with 
a clean heart, knowing that you 
are presenting a virgin body to 
him. If you do, you’ll thank God 
every day of your married life 
that you kept yourself clean for 
the man of His choice. When you 
have children, you can tell those 
precious little ones that you and 
their father were willing to stand 
out from the crowd. 


And young men, the same af- 
monition applies to you, “Keep 
thyself pure.” The Apostle Paul 
even said, “It is good for a man 
not to touch a woman” (I Cor. 
7:1). I have only one suggestion 
to make to you: Don’t do to some- 
one else’s_ sister, what you 
wouldn’t want some fellow to do 
to yours. 

There is one easy way to flee 
this temptation, and that is to 
stay in the light! Stay out of 
parked cars! Don’t invite a young 
fellow to visit you when your 
mom and dad are away from the 
house. Don’t go on unchaperoned 
and week-end beach _ parties. 
Treat yourself for what you are, 
a human being, with highly geared 
emotions, and stay away from 
necking parties. 


16. Flee Promiscuous Sex 


There’s a_ difference between 
necking parties and promiscuous 
sex, but a difference of degree 
only: one step farther than the 
other. You might only neck with 
one person, burn yourself, and 
quit. Or you might keep on go- 
ing until you are indulging in 
promiscuous sex sins. 

I have girls or fellows come to 
me sometimes and say, “Jack, I 
appreciate what you are saying, 
trying to help young people, but 
you don’t understand about me. 
I can’t help myself, I’m just over- 
sexed.” 

I look them straight in the 
face and say, “But I do under- 
stand about you. You’re not over- 
sexed any more than the rest of 
us are; you have just given sex 
a freer rein, until you have dulled 
the inhibitions that help you put 
on the brakes. It’s like anything 
else in life, the more you do it, 
the easier it is to do, because it 
becomes a _ habit.” 

I have received many letters 
from girls who stray down this 
ppath, letters like this one: 


Dear Sir: 

After listening to your pro- 
gram tonight, I thought that 
perhaps you might be able to 
help me. I cannot turn to my 
family for they are good Chris- 
tians and would be terribly 
hurt and perhaps even worse 
if they knew about the double 
life I’ve been leading. I cannot 
talk to our pastor for I know 
he would tell them. For the 
sake of all concerned, including 
my younger brother and sister, 
I would die rather than have 
my family know. 

I’ve. been hoping you could 
help me to become what I’ve 
been professing to be—a good 
Christian. You see, I have not 
been that since my early teens. 
The reason is the same as that 

‘ of most teenagers, the desire 
for thrills and_— excitement 
which I looked for in living a 
promiscuous life of sex, At 
fourteen it began and_e at 
eighteen I was a married man’s 
mistress, | 

Since then I have tried to 
learn to follow Christ but it’s 
so very hard to resist tempta- 
tion. What I would like to 
know is, will God forgive me 
for this terrible sin as well as 
others such as smoking, drink- 
ing, swearing and deceit? Sin- 
cerely, I would like to learn to 
know Christ and to accept Him, 
give up the evil in my mind 
and body and learn to serve 
Him, Can you, will you help 
me? 


My heart aches for this girl, 
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and for fellows who have fallen 
into the same trap of promiscuous 
sex relations. It’s an awful price 
they have to pay. 

The price of venereal disease. 
Statistics prove that the medical 
profession is. learning to cure 
gonorrhea and syphilis, but who 
wants to have to be cured? Who 
wants his body eaten away by 
disease? Who wants the _ loath- 
someness of having one’s flesh de- 
cay? 

And suppose your case is one 
the doctor can’t cure? Suppose 
you don’t get to the doctor soon 
enough, and instead are sent to 
an insane asylum? This is one of 
the chances you take—too great, 
far too great, to indulge in illicit 
sexual relations! 

The price of a thwarted sex life. 
Sex is like a man playing music. 
If you really want to master the 
violin, you have to stick with 
playing the violin. You cannot 
play the drums one week and the 
guitar another. Sometimes you 
hear of a man playing: several in- 
struments, but usually when he 
does, he does not play any of them 
well. So it is with sex. Being 
promiscuous ruins your sex life. 
You lose your sensitivity and you 
become coarse, crude, selfish. A 
boy or girl who is promiscuous 
cheats himself of the best, even 
in the very thing he is trying to 
enjoy. 

The price ofa ruined life. 
Promiscuous sex relations cheapen 
a man or woman. You see them— 
the hard, tough fellows and girls, 
who, if they marry, don’t stay 
married long. They don’t play the 
game according to the rules and 
they’re always losing, often be- 
coming lonely prostitutes or 
“wolves.” They do not fit in social- 


ly because they are always on the 
“make.” 

Scripture mentions this sin 
plainly. It says, “Flee fornication. 


Every sin that a man doeth is 
without the body; but he that 
committeth fornication. sinneth 
against his own body” (I Cor. 6: 


18). 


It is hard to rebuild a ruined 
life but Christ is able. Thank God 
He says, “Him that cometh to 
me I will in no wise cast out” 


(John 6:37). No matter what 
you've done, no matter how many 
times you have sinned in cars 
parked in secluded spots, there is 
pardon in Christ. “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin” (I John 1:7). 

Remember, however, though 
God can give you peace in your 
soul, He does not alter this law 
of the flesh: ‘‘Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap” 
(Gal. 6:7). You will have to reap 
the results of your deeds. If you 
have contacted a venereal disease 
you will have to go to the doctor 
for a treatment. If you want to 
marry, you will have to wait, and 
pray, and learn “to possess [your] 
vessel in sanctification and hon- 
our” (I Thess. 4:4). You will have 
to learn to ‘walk circumspectly” 
(Eph. 5:15). 

I want to tell you the story of 
one girl who grew up in a home 
that had been broken by divorce. 
Her mother worked,-and when the 
girl was in her teens, she didn’t 
have many clothes, and so, very 
foolishly, she thought she could 
gain the attention of fellows by 
giving herself to them. She wasn’t 
pretty, but she gained their at- 
tention all right! She became a 
cheap little thing, used as a con-

A Conscience-Stricken Girl 
Writes Presley 
MOTION PICTURE MAGAZINE 
quotes a teen-ager’s letter to her 
favorite rock ’n’ roll artist, Elvis 
Presley. In part she says, de- 

scribing the night before: 

“There were thousands _ of 
girls inside. They were making 
an awful racket. The boys, all 
of them with sideburns like 
yours, were walking all over, 
and some of the things’ they 
were saying to the girls weren’t 
polite....Then- you came out, 
Elvis, and every girl except a 
few like me started to scream 
and shriek....Then you started 
to bounce a little and strum 
your guitar. But, I couldn't 
hear that either; I could see you 
were singing, but honestly, El- 
vis, I didn’t hear one note! Then 
you grabbed the microphone and 
began petting it as if it were a 
girl I guess. You were singing 
then, too, but I couldn’t hear be- 
cause the screaming got louder. 
Then you started to wiggle your 
whole body and pulled at your 
clothes as if you were going to 
take them off. Some of. the 
girls around me fell on the floor 
like they were having a fit. 
Some of them grabbed their 
faces in their hands and dug 
their nails in their flesh and 
closed their eyes and pulled 
their hair till it came out at the 
roots. | 

“Pretty soon there was a big 
noise behind the curtain and 
some men pushed a big statue 
of a dog....onto the stage. 

“T think you started to sing 
‘Hound Dog’ but I couldn’t hear 
it. Then you went down on the 
floor and made love to the dog 
as if it were a girl.. You rolled 
over and over...and you seemed 
to go mad....One> girl right 
near us snarled just like an ani- 
mal and bit her own arm. I 
thought Mom was going to be 
sick, 

“Finally, you went off stage. 
Then all the girls went up on 
the stage and used their hand- 
kerchiefs and pieces of paper to 
rub the floor where you stood. 
One girl grabbed the micro- 
phone and made love to it. An- 
other girl rolled on the floor 
just like you did. ‘Two police- 
men had to drag her out.... 

“The next day, the newspa- 
pers said that you had = per- 
formed in a disgraceful, lewd 
and disgusting manner, 

“They said the policemen from 
the vice squad came to see you 
the second night, but that you 
had toned down your act. And 
they said you told the audience, 
‘You should’ve been here last 
night!’ 

“© Elvis, I was there that first 
night! And, all of a sudden I 
couldn’t be proud of you any 
more, Elvis.... 

‘What I’d like to know, Elvis, 
is this: ...Are you helping or 
hurting us?” 

Somehow, we feel that popular 
singer, FRANK SINATRA, 
summed it up when he said: 
“Rock ’n’ roll is lewd—in plain 
fact, dirty!” 

Of course, Rock ’n’ Roller EL- 
VIS PRESLEY would say, as he 
has: “I think it is the greatest 
music ever.” 

After all, it affords him his 
white Cadillacs, big homes, popu- 
larity, and—money! 

This is what they say. Now, 
what do you say? 


Is It Wrong? 


New York City, an Associated 
Press article: 


“Wild dungaree-clad = teen- 
agers by the thousands stormed 
the Paramount theatre today 
for a rock ’n’ roll show. They 

_ smashed glass, danced barefoot 
in the aisles and their ecstatic 
screams drowned out the savage 
beat of the music that held 
them in sway....A_ hundred 
and seventy-five police were 
hard put to maintain a sem- 
blance of control....The ticket 
office window was smashed in 
the melee. So was the glass 
door of a nearby shop.... Boys 
and girls shrieked obscenities. 

They climbed astraddle the 

seats. Groups of boys roamed 

the theatre like wolf packs, 
picking up girls. Necking was 
open and all but unrestrained.” 

Boston, Massachusetts: 

“ROCK ’N’ ROLL TOUCHES 
OFF CRIME SPREE. Fifteen 
persons, including six ‘women, 
were attacked or robbed by rov- 
ing gangs of teen-age boys and 
girls early Sunday after rioting 
broke out among 6,000 young 
people at a rock ’n’ roll jam 
session at Boston arena.” 

This was the affair where popu- 
lar disc jockey, with rock ’n’ roll 
records, Alan Freed, was stopped 
by police from dimming the lights 
during the height of his show, and 
he said, “I guess the police don’t 
want you young people to have a 
good time.” It takes no imagina- 
tion to see how such statements, 
ridiculing the law, could easily 
touch off a crime spree. ” 

The article goes on to say, ““The 
outbreak which raged for hours, 
started as the show broke up and 
the youngsters spilled out of the 
arena.” ‘There was knifing, beat- 
ing, robbing, and in some places 
murder has been attributed to the 
music itself. 

Is rock ’n’ roll wrong? 


Asbury Park, New Jersey: 

Twenty-five teen-agers were 
sent to the hospital, after which 
the mayor slapped a rock ’n’ roll 
ban on every dance hall in the city. 

Is it wrong? 

San Jose, California: 

A rock ’n’ roll party routed 75 
policemen, injured 11 people and 
did $3000 worth of damage. 

London, England: 

Teen-agers tore up theater seats 
in a mad frenzy during a rock ’n’ 
roll show. 

Sydney, Australia: 

Teen-agers danced in the streets 
with reckless abandon. 

Indonesia: 

A theater balcony swayed _ pre- 
cariously at the stamping feet and 
jungle rhythm. 

Japan: 

A rock ’n’ roll movie touched 
off a riot. 

Newport, Rhode Island: 

The Navy bans rock ’n’ roll at 
the enlisted men’s club after 10 
sailors were injured and 9 arrested 
at a rock ’n’ roll show. 


Christian Testimonies Say 
Rock ’n’ Roll Is Hurtful, 
Wrong 


Is it wrong? It would be well 
if you asked yourself the same 
question the girl teen-ager above 
asked, “Elvis, are you helping or 
hurting us?” And you might also 


ask Ricky, Jerry, and a few 
others! 

Jack Wyrtzen, in his’ splendid 
tract “ROCK ’N’ ROLL,” pub- 


lished by the American Tract So- 
ciety, tells about seeing thousand 
of teen-agers lined up in Times 
Square for their rock ’n’ roll jam 
session, tickets costing $2.50 
apiece. 

Marlin “Butch” Hardman, for- 
mer dance band musician, who 
saw the rock ’n’ roll first hand 
but is now a Bible club director 
in Alexandria, Virginia, with the 
Youth for Christ, says in his ex- 
cellent article in YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST magazine (October, ’58), 
“One fellow in South Carolina 
asked me, ‘Is it all right to listen 
to rock ’n’ roll if you listen to it 
in the right way?’ I immediately 
replied: ‘Is there a right way to 
listen to rock ’n’ roll?’ With a 
grin on his face he said, ‘Well, I 


don’t know. But everybody I see 
listening to it acts like he’s 
crazy.” Is it wrong? 


Is it wrong? The question in- 
vades the radio industry, the sta- 


tions themselves sharply. divided. 
In any city of any size where 
there is more than one station, 
one of them, generally the newer 
one, is a “rock ’n’ roll station.” 
Near Tampa, Florida, recently 
for meetings, one station made it 
a point to let everyone know, “We 
do not play rock ’n’ roll!” Their 
station break often sang, “No 


}crash, no smash, no rock ’n’ roll!” 


While its competitor jingled, ‘“The 
swingiest station in the south!” 

As athletic director at a sum- 
mer camp, I was having some 
trouble curbing the portable radios 
blaring rock ’n’ roll. One day 
playing first base in a soft-ball 
game, away from the onlookers 
bench, I suddenly saw the whole 
bunch of young people on the 
field, their mind on the game, 
start snapping their fingers and 
wiggling their hips, then I heard 
it—a rock ’n’ roll beat from a por- 
table radio! Some of these kids 
were fine Christian boys and girls, 
but it caught them when they 
they were off guard, and it had 
the same instantly demoralizing 
effect, even unconsciously. 

Is it wrong? 

In a church which I pastored, 
the Young People’s director, talk- 
ing to a group of girls there one 
night, some of whom were mem- 
bers of the church, asked, “What 
is there about his music you like? 
He can’t play the guitar very well; 
his voice is not a good one, and—” 
But, she was stopped as one of the 
girls, clasping her hands together 
and with a dreamy, far-off look at 
the ceiling, gushed, “Oh, it’s not 
what he sings; it’s what he does!” 


Just stop and think that one 
over! Read again what Sigmund 
Spaeth said, what Dr. Abraham- 
sen said, what Mitch Miller said, 
and answer this—Is it- wrong? 


One psychologist recently said 
of rock ’n’ roll that it is very 
much like the medieval type of 
spontaneous lunacy where one 
person goes “off’’ and many others 
“go off” with him. It is. not 
taught deliberately, but comes 
naturally as the person gives in 
to the suggestions made by the 
body movements and the frenzy 
manufactured by the mad music, 


To make these matters worse, 

many young people try to argue 
the facts by saying, “But, Pres- 
ley was brought up in a good Bible- 
believing church; he used to sing 
in the choir and in his church, 
and I’ve even heard he was a 
Junior deacon in his’ church.” 
Some of this may be true, but it 
doesn’t alter the facts. I have 
heard on good authority, too, that 
Elvis took his Hollywood girl 
friend and went to see his pastor, 
admitting that all he had been do- 
ing was wrong, and asked how he 
could make amends. When his 
godly pastor told him what he 
must do, he “went away sorrow- 
ing, for he was very rich.” Sounds 
like another young man we read 
of in the Bible! 
“But, Jerry Lee Lewis went to a 
Bible Institute. He is a religious 
fellow.” Friend, RELIGION 
NEVER HELPED ANYONE! Re- 
ligion alone is not enough! A reli- 
gious fanatic is worse than just a 
plain fanatic; a religious deceiver 
is worse than a plain deceiver; a 
religious rock ’n’ roller is worse 
than just a plain rock ’n’ roller. 
A little religiosity cannot sanctify 
a thing; in fact, by making it more 
palatable to borderline religionists, 
it makes it more deceiving, and 
thus worse than ever. It is a 
wolf in sheep’s clothing! 


Rock ’n’ Roll Musie Is a Prod- 
uct of Undisciplined Youth 
and Sex-Crazy Age 


Rock ’n’ roll advocates contend, 
“Tt’s nothing more than an outlet 
for ‘the tremendous energy of 
today’s youth.” One New York 
psychologist remarked, ‘“‘When the 
adolescent gets into trouble, the 
parent can blame it on ‘that awful 
music.’” They try to justify it 
this way, and, of course, there 
is an element of truth in this— 
which most parents are not’ willing 
to face. 

However, it is not that the 
blame is on the music, but rather, 
vice versa, the music is the result 
of something we are to blame for. 
It becomes an escape mechanism 
for the lax parent who has failed 
to discipline his offspring. We 
agree with one rock ’n’ roll publi- 
cation which says, “Using rock ’n’ 
roll as a scapegoat is a_ small- 
minded point of view.”

This is too 
true! It makes us uncomfortable, 
but the very nature of rock ’n’ 
roll proves that it is a direct re- 
sult of teen-age energies, urges, 
appetites and rebellions which are 
supposed to be disciplined by par- 
ental guidance and punishment— 
with lots of love! 


One writer says, “Adolescents 
of all time have felt a need to as- 
sert their independence of. their 
parents while gaining a sense of 
belonging to a group of their own 
age. Rock ’n’ roll is tailor-made 
for both these needs.” Yes, tailor- 
made by the Devil for his pur- 
poses, that is, but we might also 
add that Youth for Christ, Young 
People’s societies, church  func- 
tions, social and spiritual, slanted 
to winning young people to Christ, 
and the Bible-guided, church-di- 
rected, and spiritually-toned life 
is also tailor-made—by “*God—for 
the same purpose.

My wife.and I play many instru- 
ments; we are known as the Musi- 
cal Meloons, and play before large 


audiences, and small ones, too, 
specializing in rural and _ small 
church evangelism. We have 


novelty instruments such as bells, 
glasses, and a musical saw; also 
standard instruments such as the 
electric steel guitar, plain guitar, 
accordion and vibraharp. We of- 
ten sing and play “western style” 
or “country” gospel music—which 
personally I go for in a big way— 
but there is as much difference in 
this and rock ’n’ roll as there is 
between Beethoven and Sousa, or 
Brahms and Porter, or Bach and 
Berlin! 

A young fellow asked me once, 
“Have you ever tried playing rock 
’n’ roll?” I said, “No, but I could 
if I wanted to; if I just throw off 
all restraint, flout , God, forget 
about morals and just let myself 
go." He looked at me skeptically 
and said, “Well, it takes all kinds 
to make up this world, doesn’t it?” 
I don’t know whether he meant 
“all kinds of people—including old 
fogies like me—or all kinds of mu- 
sic. But, it is my conviction that 
the world could go on well with- 


out rock ’n’ roll! Maybe some 
teen-agers are thinking it could 
well do without me, too! 


Friend, this is what they are 
saying about rock ’n’ roll. What 
is your verdict? You have heard 
the facts; you have heard opinions 
from all sides—what will you do 
with them? Will you go on try- 
ing to excuse your sin “because 
you like it,” or will you be wise 
and follow the words of wisdom by 
many who know far more about it 
than you and I? Will you heed 
what they say? More important, 
will you listen to what God says?

that palace shall fall under bom- 
bardment. ‘‘For the hour is com- 
ing, in the which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice, 
and shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resur- 
rection of life; and they that have 
done evil, unto the resurrection 
of damnation” (John 5:28, 29). 

Heathen philosophers guessed at 
the immortality of the soul, but 
never dreamed that the body 
would get up and join it. This idea 
is exclusively scriptural, and _ be- 
yond reasoning. 


At the Sound of the Trumpet 


Various scriptural accounts say 
that the work of gravge-breaking 


will begin with the blast of the, 


trumpet. Then there will be heard 
the voice of the uncounted mil- 
lions of the Christian dead, who 
come rushing out of the gates of 
eternity, flying toward the tomb, 
crying, “Make way! O grave, give 
us back our body! We gave it 
you in corruption. Surrender it 
now in incorruption’—thousands 
of bodies arising from the field of 
Waterloo, from among the rocks 
of Gettysburg, and from among 
the passes of South Mountain— 
from New York to Liverpool, at 
every few miles on the sea route, 
hundreds of spirits coming down 
to the water to meet their bodies. 
See that multitude! 


What Will These Bodies Be? 


But how will these bodies look? 
The bodies of the righteous, in the 
first place, will be glorious. The 
most perfectly formed body, in- 
deed, is a mere skeleton to what 
it would have been had not sin 
come, God’s model of a face, of a 
hand, of a foot, of a body, we 
know not. If, after an. exquisite 
statue has been finished, you 
should take a chisel and clip it, 
and chip it, and set the statue in 
an out-of-door exposure, its beau- 
ty would nearly all be gone. The 
human body has been clipped, and 
blasted, and battered for thou- 
sands of years. Physical defects 
have been handed down from gen- 
eration to generation for six thou- 
send years, and we have inherited 
all the bodily infelicities of all the 
past. | 
When God, however, takes the 
righteous out of their graves, He 
will refashion, and improve, and 
adorn according to the original 
model, until the difference be- 
tween a gymnast and the emaci- 
ated wretch in the lazaretto will 
not be so great as that between 
our present bodily structures and 
our gloriously reconstructed 
forms. Then you will see the per- 
fected eye, out of which, by wa- 
ters of death, has been washed the 
last trace of tears and study. 
Then you will see the perfected 
hand—the knots on the knuckles 


of toil untied. No more stoop of 
the shoulders from burden-bearing 
and the weight of years, but all of 
us erect, elastic—the life of God 
in all the frame. 


The most striking and impres- 
sive thing on earth now is a hu- 
man face: yet it is veiled in the 
black veil of a thousand griefs. 
But when God on the resurrection 
morn shall put aside the veil, I 
suppose that the face of the sun 
in the sky is dull and stupid com- 
pared with the outflaming glories 
of the countenances of the saved. 
I suppose that when those faces 
shall turn to look toward the gate 
or up toward the throne, it will 
be like the dawn of a new morn- 
ing on the bosom of everlasting 
day. 

The body will be immortal. The 
physical system is now perpetually 
wasting away. Sickness and Death 
lurk around to see if they cannot 
get a pry under the tenement, and 
at a slight push we tumble off 
the embankment into the grave. 
But the righteous, arisen, shall 
have an immortal body. It will be 
incapable of disease. You will hear 
no cough or groan, There will be 
no miasma or fever in the air. 
There will be no rough steep down 
which to fall, no fracturing a 
limb. 


People cross the sea for their 
health; but that voyage over the 
sea of death will cure the last 
Christian invalid. There grows an 
herb on that hill that will cure 
the last snake-bite of earthly poi- 
son. There will be no _ hospital 
there, no dispensary, no medicines? 
no ambulances, no invalid chair, 
no crutches, no emaciation, no 
spectacles for poor sight, no stop- 
ping up of windows to keep out 
the cold blasts, but health im- 
mortal for the resurrected bodies 
of the righteous. 

Again, the body will be power- 
ful. Walking ten or fifteen miles 
now, we are weary. Eight hours 
of work make any man tired; 
but the resurrected body will be 
mighty. God always will have 
great projects to carry on and will 
want the righteous to help. Yea, 
in God’s presence it is noonda === 
all the time and all Heaven is 
coming and going. They rest not 
day or night, in the lazy sense of 
resting. They have so many vic- 
tories to celebrate! So many songs 
to sing! So many high days to 
keep! They need no sleep, for 
there is no call for physical reno- 
vation. 

That kind of body I want. There 
is so much work to be done that 
I now begrudge the hours for 
sleep and necessary recreation. I 
sometimes have such views of the 
glorious work of preaching the 
Gospel that I wish I could tell 
men of Christ and.Heaven, from 
the first day of January to the 


last day of December, without 
pausing for food, or sleep, or rest. 
Thanks be to God for the prospect 
of a resurrected body that will 
never weary and for a service of 
love that will never pause and 
never end! 

Oh, glorious days of resurrec- 
tion! Gladly will I fling into the 
grave this poor, sinful frame, if 
at Thy call I may rise up a body 
tireless and pure and glorious and 
immortal! 

That was a blessed resurrection 
hymn sung at my father’s burial: 


“So Jesus slept: God’s dying Son 

Passed through the grave, and 
blessed the bed. 

Rest here, blessed saint, till from 
His throne 

The morning break and pierce 
the shade.” 


The Resurrection of 
Damnation 


But my text speaks of the 
resurrection of damnation. The 
Bible says but little about it; yea 
it is probable that as the wicked 
are, in the last day, to be opposite 
in character, so will they be, in 
many respects, opposite in body. 

Are the bodies of the righteous 
glorious?—those of the wicked 
will be repelling. You know how 
bad passions flatten the skull and 
disfigure the body. There he comes 
up out of the graveyard—the 
drunkard, the blotches on his body 
flaming out in worse disfigure- 
ment and his tongue bitten by an 
all-consuming thirst for drink— 
which he cannot get, for there are 


no cocktail lounges in Hell. There 


comes up the lascivious and un- 
clean wretch, reeking. with filth 
which made him the horror of the 
hospital, now wriggling across 
the cemetery lots—the consterna- 
tion of the devils. 


Here are all the faces of the 
unpardonable dead. The last line 
of attractiveness is dashed out, 
and the eye is wild, malignant, 
fierce, infernal; the cheek aflame; 
the mouth distorted with blasphe- 
mies. If the glance of the faces of 
the righteous is to be like a new 
morning, the glance of the faces 
of the lost will be like another 
night falling on midnight. If, after 
the close of a night’s debauch, a 
man gets up and sits on the bed, 
sick, exhausted, and horrified with 
the review of his past; or rouses 
up with delirium tremens and sees 
serpents crawling over him or 
devils dancing about him—what 
will be the feeling of a man who 
gets up out of his bed on the last 
morning of earth, and reviews an 
unpardoned past? or, instead of 
imaginary evils crawling over him 
and flitting before him, finds the 
real frights and pains and woes of 
the resurrection of damnation? 

Between the styles of rising, 
choose you. I set before you, in 
God’s name, two resurrected bod- 
ies. The one radiant, glorious, 
Christlike; the other worn, blast- 
ed, infernal. I commend you to 
the Lord of the resurrection. Con- 
fiding in Him, Death will be to 
you only the black servant that 
opens the door, and the grave will 
be to you only the dressing room 
where you dress for glory.

It is popular today to have broad 
and liberal views on religion. But 
I note that everyone is quite nar- 
row and fanatic about doctors and 
lawyers, etc. The religionist cries, 
“Any religion is all right. I’m not 
against any church or denomina- 
tion. They are all going to the 
same place.” (I agree they are all 
going to the same place—-Hell!) 
But when he is stricken with can- 
cer, he does not go to the doctor 
who says, “Oh, well, take any- 
thing you want—-pills, surgery, 
fluids, therapy. They are all just 
as good as another. All get you 
to the same place!”’ No, he doesn’t 
want to wind up in the grave; so 
he gets a fundamental doctor with

fundamental narrow beliefs that 
will cut out the diseased killer! 

And when you take your vaca- 
tion in Michigan you don't get a 
Utah map! Why not if “all roads 
are as good as another’? When 
you are lost on the highway, you 
ask for information and you try 
to follow it to the letter, because 
you want to get on the right 
road! Why not be as consistent 
and honest about your never-dy- 
ing soul and get off this high- 
way of religion—Gentile or Jew, 
Trinitarian or Unitarian, Modern- 
ist or Fundamentalist, Christian 
or Pagan—any religion is as good 
as another, just a different high- 
way to the same place! 

How Jesus warned us of the 
fatality and hellish destiny of re- 
ligion! In Matthew 7:21-23 he 
warned, “Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven, Many will 
say to me in that day, Lord, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name? and in thy name cast 
out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity.”

meals to commune with God), but 
he was lost. 

Oh, Jesus’ sermons were full of 
warnings, and the Bible is full of 
warnings to be sure you are really 
saved and not just religious, Pet- 
er in II Peter 1:10, warns us, “.. 
give diligence to make your call- 
ing and election sure... .” And 
well he might. He had seen Judas 
preach and do miracles in the 
name of the Lord, along with the 
other eleven disciples. He had 
watched him for over three years 
act like a Christian, but Judas 
was a son of perdition and on 
the highway to Hell! 

Friend, it would be _ terrible 
enough to go to Hell because of 
a willful rebellion in sin or with 
a clenched fist of atheism or in- 
fidelity. But it must be one of 
the saddest, most remorseful, most 
tormenting remembrances in Hell 
to look back and remember you 
had figured you were going to 
Heaven but you were deluded, de- 
ceived and damned because you 
trusted in a church, or a creed, or 
a ritual like baptism, or any or 
many religious rites instead of 
God’s way—Jesus Christ (John 
14:6). Get on the narrow road, 
enter the strait gate, and be saved 
today. 


Route 2—The Pleasure 
of Sin 


It has taken no stretch of imag- 
ination for me to visualize this 
broad, smooth-ribboned road to 
perdition, teeming with the plea- 
sure-hungry, sin-seeking, Christ- 
rejecting crowd. On Sunday nights 
in villages, in towns and in our 
largest cities I have watched these 
two classes Jesus spoke of on the 
two roads. 

I have seen the masses on their 
way to a night of sin, revelry and 
on to Hell, and the “handful” on 
their way to God’s house because 
they have found the narrow road 
to Heaven and its gate of life. 

I have heard enthusiastic and 
good-intentioned but mistaken 
and misinformed preachers cry 
out to audiences, “There is no 
pleasure in sin.” Moses knew bet- 
ter than that. He had to make a 
choice between sin and the Sav- 
iour. He had to make the same 
decision you must make—sin or 
Saviour. The Holy Spirit tells us 
of Moses, “choosing rather to suf- 
fer affliction with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleasures 
of sin for a season” (Heb. 11:25). 

Yes, there are many places of 
pleasures on the Highway to Hell. 
There is the house of invpurity and 
adultery. Many enter in at it. A 
srofessor in Southern California, 


on the T. V., in the magazines, 
papers and calendars, 

But hear the Word of the Lord, 
in I Corinthians 6:9, 10, “Know ye 
not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God? Be 


.|not deceived: neither fornicators, 


nor idolators, nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind .. . shall in- 
herit the kingdom of God.” James 
1:14, 15 promises the same, “But 
every man is tempted, when he is 
drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed. Then when lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin: and 
sin, when it is finished, bringeth 
forth death.” The Highway to 
Hell. 


Certainly on the Highway to 
Hell is the Dance Hall. 

Harry Vom Bruch said, “The 
seventh commandment has no 
more show in a dance hall than 
a glass fort in front of a howitz- 
er.” There is pleasure in the sin 
of dancing. But there is the pay- 
off. You pay the piper when you 
dance. Dr. Frank Richardson, 
speaking before the Homeopathic 
Medical Association of New Jersey, 
summed it up, “Dance halls are 
the modern nurseries of the di- 
vorce courts, training ships of pros- 
titution and graduating schools 
of infamy and vice.” He could 
have added—a Highway to Hell— 
for Galatians 5:21 warns, “Envy- 
ings, murders, drunkenness, revel- 
lings, and such like: of the which 
I tell you before, as I have also 
told you in time past, that they 
which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God.” 

The sin-pleasure mad Highway 
to Hell is walked upon by multi- 
tudes who drink booze. 

When you remember that over 
9 billion dollars are spent yearly 
for booze (that means $86 a year 
for every man, woman and child 
in America), then we must admit 
there is pleasure in the sin of 
drinking alcoholic beverages. Oh, 
but the drink is only a seasonal 
pleasure. “Who hath woe? who 
hath sorrow? who hath conten- 
tions? ~who hath babbling? who 
hath wounds without cause? who 
hath redness of eyes? They that 
tarry long at the wine; they that 
go to seek mixed wine” (Prov. 23: 
29, 30). 

Yes, those who drink Four 
Roses end up with “red noses.” 
And the drink that gives you a 
“lift” also gives you a chain! 
Proverbs 23:35 says, “I will seek 
it yet again.’”’ Booze shackles and 
chains its victims. 

There are 16 million problem 
drinkers in the U. S. A., 4 mil- 
lion alcoholics and 1 million skid- 


row victims. Go with me to the 
missions I preach in and I will 
show you the forlorn, emaciated 
derelicts. Hear their tale of woe. 
See these “who seek it again.” If 
they can’t get Seagram’s, they 
will take beer, If they can’t pan- 
handle the money for beer, they 
will take rubbing alcohol, or shoe 
polish, or  antifreeze—anything 
with the soul-slaying, thirst-mad- 
dening, eternity-damning alcohol 
in it. “For the men of distinction 
become men of extinction,” on 
their shuffling march down the 
Highway to Hell! 


On the Highway to Hell are 
the pleasure-mad throng. 


Jeremiah preached when he told 
of those who ‘came to the pits, 
and found no water; they returned 
with their vessels empty” (Jer. 
14:3). And today multitudes are 
lowering empty buckets into the 
empty cisterns and wells of this 
world and returning with empty 
vessels. 


No, not at the race track, not 
at the tavern, not at the movie 
house, not at the burlesque show, 
not at the casino do you find 
peace of heart and rest of soul. 
These are dead-end streets on the 
Highway to Hell. 


Dr. Robert Lee preached it viv- 
idly when he penned, ‘““The world 
promises substance and_ gives 
shadow; the world promises vel- 
vet and gives a shroud; the world 
promises liberty and gives slavery. 
The world promises nectar and 
gives gall. The world promises 
fruit and gives rinds and hulls. 
The world promises perfumed gar- 
ments and gives rags. The world 
promises revelry and_ provides 
burlesque. The world promises 
sleep and sends nightmares. The 
world promises rest and gives 
weariness.” 

He could have added one more 
phrase, “The world promises 
Heaven and gives Hell, for God’s 
Word warns, “Stolen waters are 
sweet, and bread eaten in secret 
is pleasant” (Prov. 9:17). The 
payoff is found in verse 18, “But 
he knoweth not that the dead 
are there; and that her guests are 
in the depths of hell.” 


Route No, 3—is Love of 
Money 


God’s Word says, “But they 
that will be rich fall into tempta- 
tion and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and 
perdition” (I Tim. 6:9). This verse 
does not say all rich people go to 
Hell. But it does warn that all 
who covet, desire and are greedy 
to be rich go to Hell! Oh, what 
a grip and hold money and wealth 
hold over the souls of men, Ju- 
das sold his soul to Hell because 
of the love of money. He denied 
the Christ, betrayed Him for 
thirty’ pieces of silver. Jesus said, 
“It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than 
for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of God” (Matt. 19:24). 
Surely that was the case of the 
rich young ruler who wanted to 
have eternal life but went away 
empty, disappointed and grieved, 
“for he had great possessions” 
that he would not give up (Mark 
10:22). 


But you don’t have to be rich. 
Desirous, covetous, grasping, 
greedy-souled appetites send men 
to Hell! Jesus in His sermon 
preached, “For what shall it profit 
a man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” 
(Mark 8:36). 

What are you selling your soul 
for, friends—gold, stocks, bonds, 


‘houses, lands, cars? It is a bad 


bargain! Get off the Highway to 
Hell. The rich man of Luke 16 
has been there crying in torments, 
writhing in pain, remembering 
with remorse his futile life that 
was laid up in treasure for him- 
self, and not rich to God! 


Route No. 4—Unbelief 


How wicked is this devil who 
would blind our eyes and close our 
hearts to the truth of the Word 
of God! For God has warned us 
all through the Word of God that 
the sin of unbelief is a damning, 
Hell-insuring sin. Christ’s com- 
mission to His disciples insured 
salvation to the believer and de- 
struction to the unbeliever: ‘Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized 
shall be saved; but he that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned” 
(Mark 16:15, 16). Again Jesus 
warned in His promise of eternal 


life to all who believe on the Son, 
and perdition to the unbeliever: 
“.. . He that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him” 


(John 3:36). 


You may be an atheist so- 
called! Remember, “He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already” 
(John 3:18). You may be an in- 
fidel who argues and dissects the 
Bible! But remember, ‘He that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready.” You may be an agnostic 
and claim you cannot know or 
understand. Remember, “He that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready.” You may be charmed by 
sin that has blinded your eyes to 
the reality of eternity, but remem- 
ber, “He that believeth not is con- 
demned already.” 

I say this earnestly as I have 
looked down the long Highway to 
Hell, broad and beautiful: Most 
travellers on their way to the 
brink of ruin and Hell are those 
who plan and expect to get off 
the road to Hell and on to the 
road to Heaven. 

In my ministry of fifteen years 
I have only talked to two of hun- 
dreds and thousands who really. 
didn’t care whether they went to 
Hell or not! And I have talked 
to every kind of a sinner there is, 
I believe. All but two really want- 
ed someday to quit their sin and 
be saved and go to Heaven. Yes, 
the most terrible tragedy on the 
Highway to Hell is that most of 
the travellers don’t mean or want 
to end up in Hell! But the sad, sad 
truth is that more will stumble 
into Hell than march gloriously 
into Heaven! Jesus said so in our 
text. 

Norman Lewis, missionary in 
South America, told of a night 
ride. It is night. Along the high- 
way skims a car. The speedometer 
hovers between 70-75 as roadside 
objects flit past. But as the car 
sweeps around a wide curve, its 
probing lights suddenly pick out 
a swinging red light. On go the 
brakes—hard. Three hundred 
yards ahead there has been a bad 
accident, and two wrecked cars 
block the highway. To crash into 
those cars at full speed would 
mean shattering ruin and horrible 
death. How fortunate a man is al- 
ready stationed there beside the 
road swinging a red light to warn 
of the awful danger. 

Lewis asks, “IS man more mer- 
ciful than God?” No, friend, for 
on the Highway to Hell God has 
His warnings to stop us on our 
headlong, midnight ride to Hell 
and ruin. “Turn ye, turn ye,” He 
warns, “for why will ye die?” 
“Prepare to meet God,” cries an- 
other warning. “Boast not thyself 
of tomorrow; for thou knowest 
not what a day may bring forth” 
(Prov. 27:1). For “today is the 
day of salvation,” says the Lord. 
Again He warns us, “He that be- 
ing often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, 
and that without remedy” (Prov. 
29:1). And just before the wild 
ride ends in Hell, God warns us 
again—maybe your last warning, 
“How shall we escape if we neg- 
lect so great salvation?”

John 3:36 
was the verse God gave me when 
[ got saved. For a long time the 
Devil has deceived me with the 
things of the world that seem 
precious. Although I was saved I 
lived a carnal, barren, defeated 
life.

Christian friend who recommend- 
ed your book to me.

If you are single I suppose you 
think your temptation to commit 
sex sins stops with marriage. I 
agree with you that it should. The 
temptation should not be as great. 
But I regret to say that many 
young people keep on committing 
sex sins after they are married. 
I came across this letter from a 
young married girl. She wrote: 


I have a horrible, horrible 
problem that seems to have no 
earthly solution. I turn to you 
as my last glimmer of hope and 
pray that you may be able to 
offer some guidance. 

I am a college graduate, fair- 
ly young, married to a fine man, 
also well educated. We have 
two lovely children. Last year

I held a very responsible job, 
and all went well until my hus- 
band began to neglect me. After 
two months of neglect, I be- 
gan going out with a man from 
my office. Gradually it became 
an affair. I was stricken with 
grief when I found out that I 
was going to have his child, I 
want to tear my heart out, but 
I am a coward. I would like to 
run to my husband and tell him 
all, and beg his forgiveness. 
Maybe he would let me keep 
the child as our own, Tell me, 
what should I do? Where should 
I go? Please—please advise me. 
Frantically 


There was only one way to ad- 
vise this girl. She had wronged 
her husband and sinned deeply. 
As I quoted before, “Whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap” (Gal. 6:7). She had sowed. 
She had to reap. She would have 
to tell her husband what she had 
done. He might decide to forgive 
her or he might leave her. After 
all, he had scriptural grounds for 
divorce, And her child would grow 
up reminding her at every turn 
of her sin, a constant reproach. 
She would find strength in Christ 
but she would have to face the 
consequences of her sin sooner 
or later. 

My purpose is to help young 
men and women avoid these sins 
of the flesh. There are some 
things the Bible just plainly tells 
us not to do. Adultery is one of 
them. The seventh commandment 
“Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery” (Exod. 20:14). 


Adultery, like the other sins of 
the flesh, sneaks up on you. Re- 
member David, the shepherd boy, 
who became the King of Israel? 
He was a mighty warrior and a 
man of tender compassion. Once 
when he could have killed King 
Saul, and with provocation, he 
refused to do so. But as the years 
went on, and David the warrior 
became king, he sent Joab and his 
army out to battle, while he 
stayed at home. In the evening, he 
walked on the roof of his palace. 
On another roof he saw Bathsheba 
washing her hair. She was very 
beautiful. He sent for her and 
committed adultery with her, But 
even that was not enough. One 
sin always leads to another. His 
conscience hurt him and the only 
solution, he decided, was to get 
rid of Uriah,. Bathsheba’s husband. 
He sent a note to General Joab, 
saying, “Set ye Uriah in the fore- 
front of the hottest battle, and 
retire ye from him, that he may 
be smitten, and die” (II Sam. 11: 
15). 


David had _ plotted  Uriah’s 
death! That was murder! You 
don’t have to stick a knife into a 
man to murder him. Plotting his 
death in such a manner as this is 
just as effective as murder. 

After ~Nathan, the priest, ac- 
cused David of his crime, he re- 
pented. He wrote, “I acknowl- 
edged my sin unto thee, and mine 
iniquity have I not hid. I said, I 
will confess my transgressions un- 
to the Lord; and thou forgavest 
the iniquity of my sin” (Ps. 32:5). 

God forgave him, but David 
reaped the consequences of his sin. 
Bathsheba mourned the death of 
her husband, and then King David 
took her. to wife and she bore 
him a son, “But the thing that 
David had done displeased the 
Lord” (II Sam, 11:27). 

The child that “Uriah’s wife 
bare unto David Was very sick.” 
David loved the baby and prayed 
that the Lord might spare him 
but “it came to pass on the sev- 
enth day, that the child died.’’ God 
did not permit the child of the sin 
to live. David grieved. He grieved 
not only because of the death of 
this baby, but because of the 
many troubles which then came 
to him through the actions of his 
wives and children. God = had 
warned him, “I will raise up evil 
against thee. out of thine own 
house” (II Sam. 12:11). 

We bring suffering on our own 
head when we sin. Just as the 
young girl who wrote the letter 
quoted above has brought unhap- 
piness to herself through her sin, 
so does everyone who commits 
adultery. 

I want to help you not to com- 
mit these sins. You can do this by 
remembering that passion is a 
chain reaction. Dgn’t think you 
can play with it. If you are mar- 


ried and for some reason separat-| ¢; 


ed from your wife or husband, con- 
duct yourself accordingly. Don’t 
| dare to date! You have no right to 


do it and you don’t know where 

it might lead to. Scripture says, 

“He knoweth our frame: he re- 
membereth that we are dust” (Ps... 
103:14). Remember your.own: +. ae 
frame, remember, that.;you * ate. 

dust and don’t take: cchanees! - 


If the pattern of your life is 
such that you are not tempted 
to commit adultery, don’t be. 
puffed up. Remember how our 
Lord treated the woman who had 
committed adultery and was 
brought to Him to be stoned. “‘He 

. said unto them, He that is 
without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her.” No one 
could qualify, so He said to her, 
“Neither do I condemn thee: go, 
and sin no more” (John 8:7 and 
11).
